resorted to it, he had to fly for his 
life into the land of Midian.” — It 
was not by the might or power of 
man, but bythe strength of God 
alone, that they were delivered 
from their hard servitude, that no 
flesh might glory,&c. Thus Christ 
commanded his disciples ta re- 
sist not evil, but if smitten on the 
one cheek, to turn the other also.
